Davis typified what Is expected 


to be the bartering tempo be- 
tween the two leagues. Previously 
drafted by Buffalo of the Ameri- 
can League, Davis said: "I'll go 
where 1 can get the best deal, 
be happy and have a long future, 
supplemented by a good off-sea- 
son job." 


Also a factor in the bidding will 


be the Canadian Football League 
in its annual drive to get U.S. 
college stars. The NFL 
draft 


turned into a telephone marathon 
with each team trying to contact 
prospects to learn if they have 
signed elsewhere and if they will 
be available to play professional 
football.
